Spring or Fall.

We have two or three inguiries now |

before us as to whether spring or full is
the best time to set out trees. We
can't tell how often we have treated on
this subject, but it is natural that the
question shouid continue to be asked,
as yoang men grow up, marry, aud
either go to fariring or in other ways
possess land, and desire information as to |
what froit trees to plant, and when to|
plant.them. Ip a very few words we
would sag that there is not much cboice
in the seasons. If the soil is naturally
moist, spring is probably to be pre-
ferred for sctting out; if dry, fall. If
the trees are large, early fall should
be thozen, and as soon the trces are
done growing ard tne leaves begie to
drop. In both cases the treess should
be taken cutcf the ground carefully,
and with as many of the small rootsas
possible and be planted as soon after as
possible, before the roots become dry.
To pre:eit their becoming so, they
should be well covered, kept out of the
sun in transporting, or ‘‘heeled in” or
buried and liberally watcred, as soon as
they arrive, until ready for planting.
The planting cannot be done too care-
fally. The hole should ble large
encagh to reccive all the roots carclully |
spread out, and the ground put about !
them stould be fine and rich. If the!
roots are too big they should be some-
what pruned. aud the branches of the
trec also. Sometimes the branches,
where the roots are few and have been
injured in taking up, should be severly |
shortened to save the life of the tree.— |
